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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's discussion of the automatic adjustment means is noted but not persuasive in overcoming the 1 12 first paragraph rejection. 
Applicant discusses the automatic adjustment means formed by having the spring constant of the biasing means being greater than the 
bending strength of the bristles. However, there is no original disclosure of such as a way to make the automatic adjustment means. What 
would lead one of skill in the art reading the original disclosure to come up with this solution to making the automatic adjustment means? 
Absent evidence that making an automatic adjustment means for cleansing material in such a fashion is known or would have been 
obvious, this argument is not persuasive. It should be noted that this relationship between the spring constant and bending strength 
appears critical to the automatic adjustment means operation but is never discussed in the original specification. 

Further, such discussion of the automatic adjustment means is not persuasive since it will not provide for the functioning of the 
adjustment means as is claimed. In particular, if the second scrubbing means is not contacted as the foot is slid over the cleansing 
material, how will bending strength of the bristles come into play to affect cleansing material elevation? Note that the claim sets forth that 
the automatic adjustment means ensures a top surface of the cleansing material extends above a top surface of the second scrubbing 
means as a user's foot is slid over the cleansing material. There Is no interaction of the users foot with the second scrubbing means 
required with respect to the claimed functioning of the automatic adjustment means. 

Additionally, applicant's arguments would appear to make the claims indefinite and confusing. If the automatic adjustment means 
includes the second scrubbing means (bristles and their resistive bending strength) then it would appear the second scrubbing means is 
being claimed twice since it has already been set forth. Such appears duplicative. 
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
